Central Excises 
Nsw Delhi, the 2nd June 19uj 

S.R.O. 1218. —.In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of 
the Central Excise Rules, 1944, as in force in India, and as applied to the State of 
Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby exempts Red Lead, White Lead, 
Zinc Oxide and Leaded-Zinc Oxide from the whole of the duty leviable thereon 
under section 3 of the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (I of 1944), provided 
that— 

(i) the Collector of Central Excise is satisfied that such goods are intended 

for use in the manufacture of plates of electric storage batteries; and 

(ii) the procedure set out in Chapter X of the said Rules is followed In the 

matter of obtaining remission of duty leviable on such goods.
